Sources close to TWA in Madrid 
said a bag was placed by a roadside 
outside the Spanish city. Sources did 
not say if the bag contained the 
demanded ransom of $232,000.

Smuggling of heroin 
^ 'rh^ckin9 Lawmakers fail to overturn a veto 
in bodies may be 
civilian operation 


WASHINGTON (U P I) — Investigation of 
a smuggling operation in which heroin 
allegedly was shipped to the United States 
inside the bodies of dead soldiers from 
Vietnam has focused on Fayetteville. N.C., 
Army sources say. 


Ft. Bragg, one of the largest Army bases 
in the country with 38.000 troops, is located 
just outside Fayetteville. But the sources 
said Wednesday the alleged operation so 
far appeared to have been civilian. 


“ The 
investigation 
centers 
on 
Fayetteville, which has a hell of a drug 
culture of its own," one source said. "The 
investigation does not center on Ft. Bragg 
at this time, and we know of no Army 
involvement." 


Drug use among troops at Ft. Bragg was 
the subject of a Senate subcommittee 
hearing in 1970. The base has pioneered in 
the field of drug treatment. 


U.S. Attorney Michael h Man said in a 
Baltimore hearing that informers had 
reported 44 pounds of heroin left Thailand 
inside one body. He said federal officials 
think the drug was removed during a 24- 
hour stop in Honolulu when the bodies were 
left unattended. 
Army sources said the investigation was 
"a very large operation and that so far the 
Army has been involved only in its 
fringes." They said nothing had turned up 
so far to cause the Army to launch its own 
investigation. 
"Customs is calling all the shots," one 
source said. "The Army is just cooperating 
on it when we re asked They’re keeping it 
all very secret." 
The Washington Post Wednesday quoted 
"well-placed 
sources" 
as 
saying 
the 
investigation was nearly over and likely to 
result in indictment of more than a dozen 
persons. 


Most prisoners back at work 


SAN QUENTIN (U PIi - About two- 
thirds of striking San Quentin Prison 
inmates went back to their jobs in the 
second day of a work strike, prison 
authorities reported Wednesday. 
"It would appear that it has lost a little 
steam," said Lee DeBord, the prison 
information officer. 
Authorities said 412 convicts refused to 
report to their jobs, compared to the 1,200 
who remained in their cells Tuesday. About 
1.450 of San Quentin’s 1,842 prisoners nor­ 
mally work. 
"We don’t feel that all of these are hard­ 
core strikers,” DeBord said " It ’s more 
likely that a few ring leaders are exerting 


pressure on the others. ’ ’ 
The work strike was called to back a list 
of 17 demands, including resignation of the 
warden, conjugal visits for all prisoners 
and the right to grow long hair, beards and 
mustaches.

strikers also demanded 
public 
telephones inside the prison, abolition of 
indeterminate sentences, legal represen­ 
tation 
at 
parole 
hearings, 
federal 
minimum wages for prison work, the right 
to have individually owned radios and 
televisions in cells, an end to "official and 
unofficial harassment" for politica. racial 
and sexual beliefs, more showers and 
better food.

Court to rule on divorces 
but complications expected 


PHOENIX (UPI) — No matter how the state Supreme 
Court rules, legal complications are bound to arise for 
some of the nearly 200 couples who thought they were 
divorced but whose divorce decrees were never filed, 
lawyers said Wednesday. 
The high court agreed to intervene in the legal tangle 
Tuesday, expressing concern that if the divorce decrees 
were ordered filed retroactively, “ bastard children” may 
have been created if the couples had subsequently 
reconciled. 
The couples had hired the late lawyer V.L. Hash to handle 
their divorces between 1924 and 1955. And although each of 
the decrees were signed by a superior court judge, they 
were never finalized because Hash had not filed them with 
the court clerk. He died in 1966, at the age of 74. 
The co-executors of the Hash estate, Virginia and Otto 
Hash, his niece and nephew, asked the Arizona Supreme 
Court to intervene and delay a probate court decision to file 
the decress retroactively, which would legalize the 
divorces. 
The high court agreed toaccept juri.sdiction, but lawyers 
said it may be months or even years before a decision is 
rendered. 
Legitimacy of children, property rights, social security 
and pension benefits, and the legality of subsequent mar­ 
riages could be affected, they said.

pusher knows now there is a 
bounty on his head of $100 or 
more . . .he is not sure who 
he can trust.” 
To date We TIP has 
received 1,533 tips leading 
to 
100 
arrests 
and

convictions. The program 
began in Ontario on Feb. 15, 
1972 and is now operating in 
six counties. 
Police, he said, consider 
the conviction rate quite 
high and We TIP as “ the 
most 
phenomenal 
intelligence 
gathering

seen.” 
However, he went on to 
say that 99 per cent of the 
time police already have 
information on the subject

pusher. 
The 
new 
information is used to help 
keep a constant update on 
the drug pusher’s activities 
and whereabouts.

In each city, We TIP, a 
non-profit organization, is

TIP literature and reward 
m oneys). 
B ro w n e ll 
estimated that on the local 
level operational costs are 
five cents per citizen per 
year. 
Former chief of security 
police at Vandenberg Air 
Force Base, retired Air 
Force Lt. Col. Joe Herron is 
responsible for We T IP ’s 
expansion to Lompoc. He 
volunteered last month to 
serve

The 
Supreme 
Court 
recently 
banned 
capital 
punishment as prescribed 
under existing laws. 


Kleindienst, in his first 
fullfledged press conference 
at the Justice Department 
since he became attorney 
general, said generally he 
felt the death penalty was 
not a deterrent to crime, but 
he said he felt the capital 
punishment was justified in 
certain serious crimes such 
as skyjackings. 


Asked 
if 
the 
administration 
would 
submit 
legislation 
to 
Congress to legalize the 
death penalty in certain 
cases, Kleindienst replied: 
“ I believe so.” He said the 
legislation would make the 
death penalty “ mandatory 
in these restricted cases.” 


The 
attorney 
general 
rejected suggestions that 
the Justice Department and 
the 
F B I 
had 
been 
"politicized” under him and 
former Attorney General 
John 
N. 
M itc h e ll. 
Kleindienst

He also refused to discuss 
the Watergate case in which

Kleindienst 
repeatedly 
dodged direct answers to a

Justice 
Department 
decisions involving Demo­ 
crats and Republicans and 
the 1972 elections. 


At one point he said the 
Justice Department was not 
looking further into the case 
of Donald Segretti, one of 
the alleged conspirators in 
the Watergate bugging case. 
Kleindienst said there was

engaged in any conduct in 
violation of federal law.” 


The Attorney General also 
said the Justice Department

Former County Planning Commission chairman Andrew 
T. Petersen, of Santa Ynez Valley, told the commission 
Wednesday in an impromptu speech that he felt members 
being replaced on the commission this year lost their seats 
because “ you're probably too damn honest.” 
Petersen, who served the commission for 23 years, 
declared that “ not being reappointed is probably the finest 
compliment possible .... you're independent." 
Petersen's surprise appearance came shortly after 
Supervisor-elect James Slater, of the Third District, 
announced he was replacing Boyd Bettencourt, Santa Ynez 
Valley rancher, on the commission, and naming James 
Barlett in his place 
Both Slater and First District Supervisor-elect Frank 
Frost have now each replaced two commissioners with 
their own appointees in their districts to the nine-member 
commi.ssion. As limited-growth advocates, they have 
named commissioners who appear to have parallel views. 
Petersen's remarks, which drew scattered applause from 
the audience, were made as the old commission held its 
final meeting. Next Wednesday the new commissioners 
will take their seats. 
Petersen, who didn't mention Bettencourt or any of the 
four commissioners replaced by name, added that he has 
“ spoken to some of the people going to be involved in 
county government in the next year." 
He said he found an “ unfurtunate attitude insofar as 


planning was concerned." Some take the attitude, he said, 
that “ it is a political activity and we want people we can 
depend on and who will not doublecross us.” 
Continuing, he declared : 
“ I can recommend to those of you who won't be here that 
you’re probably too damn honest to tn? able to serve." 
He had words for both “ holdover members" and new 
members. 
Petersen, a farmer, said he hopi'd the holdovers will 
“ maintain your independence and the new ones sit back and 
develop independence. ” 
“ Planning isn’t a political activity," he continued. He 
urged members to “ represent all of the community, and 
don’t represent one loud, vociferous, small, ill-mannered 
group.” 
New commissioners to take their seats next Wednesday 
include Bendy White, of Montecito; and Mrs F’eter Bratt, 
Goleta Valley, and Barlett, a Santa Ynez Valley rancher- 
businessman* Mrs. Robert Looker, of Carpintería Valley, 
has already taken her place, succeeding Joe Omweg, 
Carpintería businessman.

Chefs turn translators 


La Cuisine Française, U.S. Style 
Your birthday by Stella 


PARIS — ( NKA » — Both 
plain a m a te u r cooks and 
would-be gourmets who have 
taken courses in French cui­ 
sine at the famous Cordon 
Bleu school in Paris often 
have been disappointed, once 
back in their modern kitch­ 
ens. that the blanquette de 
veau, souffle, or crepes su- 
zette they learned to make 
successfully over there” did 
not taste the same “ over 
here.” 


“ N o th in g surprising in 
that,” points out Michel Oli­ 
ver and Alain Sanderens, 
owners of two well-known 
Paris restaurants frequented 
by the jet set. “ It is simply 
because basic American in­ 
gredients have a different 
taste which upsets the origi­ 
nal recipe. Ingredients like 
flour, salt, eggs, wine, car­ 
rots, cream (s w e e te r and 
thinner respectively) are dis­ 
tinctly different.” 


It was about a year ago 
when the idea of starting a 
cooking school—with a dif­ 
ference—was put up to these 
two young men who are in 
their 30s. They decided then 
and there to set up an all- 
American operation—f rom 
the stove, the various uten­ 
sils, pots and pans and. more 
important still, to use all- 
American products. 


Consequently, both Oliver 
and Sanderens set off to do 
their shopping in New York. 
They came back with around 
800 pounds of food—a mini­ 
supermarket. They also had 
to ad ap t certain French 
recipes. 


“ For example,” says Oli­ 
ver, “ it is im p o s s ib le to 
achieve a good veal stock in 
America. There, veal is taste­ 
less, so we replaced it with 
a combination of oxtail and 
chicken. The same applies to 
lobster and other fish. To a 
French palate they are taste­ 
less. Prime beef is very ten­ 
der but it has to be treated, 
too. Then we had to remem­ 
ber that everything, but ev- 
e r y t h 1 n g, comes out of a 
deep freeze, so the method 
of preparation has to be to­ 
tally different. Some of the 
recipes had to be tried out 
five or six times before we 
r e a c h e d the results we 
wanted." 
First things come first, 
they both pointed out. Practi­ 
cally all meat and fowl have 
to be taken out of the refrig­ 
erator — thawed and then 
marinated—immersed in a

mixture of olive oil, vinegar, 
wine and herbs, at least 24 
hours and preferably 48. be­ 
fore cooking. 
The two associates have 
worked on 25 basic recipes 
which represent the funda­ 
mentals of good bourgeois 
cooking. These, they pro­ 
claim, can be translated into 
at least 100 variations. For 
example, a “coq au vin" 
(fowl cooked in wine) can 
be replaced by beef. They 
had trouble with roast duck 
a l'orange. a great party dish 
for French family gather­ 
ings. “ American ducks are 
much fatter than the French, 
so we had to start by drain­ 
ing off the excess fat to 
make them palatable. As a 
matter of fact, we found a 
Chinese recipe which turned 
out very well." 
What, e x a c tly , is their 
aim? It is to teach Ameri­ 
cans the elements of “ cui- 
sinefbourgeois" (home cook­ 
ing) not too complicated, but 


sufficiently sophisticated to 
make a cook-hostess beam 
with pride. 
The school opened late in 
November—a 1 r e a d y there 
are 25 people enrolled. The 
one-week course with daily 
four-hour lessons costs $200, 
including written and taped 
recipes iall in English). Mi­ 
chel Oliver does the record­ 
ing 
“A recipe.” points out Oli­ 
ver. “ is a minor play in three 
acts. What comes out of the 
oven eventually is the cli­ 
max. And it's all there, even 
the suspense.” 
While they are naturally 
in t e r e s t e d in the dishes 
which have made French 
cooking appreciated abroad, 
both stressed the fact that 
the simplest are sometimes 
the most difficult to achieve 
successfully. Take the ome­ 
lette, for example. To begin 
with, too-large an omelette 
loses much of its savor. It 
should never be made for 


more than two people. “ It's 
a lovers' dish and demands 
much lo v in g care in the 
cooking.” 


No more than five eggs 
should be used, these gently 
beaten with a fork, poured 
into a heavy iron pan, pre­ 
h eated w ith coarse salt 
(which, of course, is thrown 
out >, b rushed over with 
melted butter. “ Cook gently, 
shaking the pan—never use 
a fork—and remove from 
the fire when the middle 
starts to set. A perfect ome­ 
lette is slightly wet—it will 
set some after it is folded 
over—and. of course, must 
be served on a warm dish 
and eaten immediately, with 
reverence." 


Infinite patience and a 
gentle touch are qualities 
which make a good cook, 
added Alain Sanderens. 
“ After all. they also make 
a good marriage."

MIAMI (UPI i — Cuban Premier Fidel Castro started the 
new year Wednesday by announcing the Soviet Union, “ a 
true friend." has agreed to refinance his government’s 
debt. 
The arrangement gives Cuba 13 years before making the 
next payment on what it owes the Russians for aid extended 
since 1959. Some Western experts figure the amount at $3 
billion, not counting arms deliveries.

Payments would extend 10 years into the next century. 
In a radio-television speech monitored in Miami, Castro 
said he had signed five agreements with the Soviet Union, 
including one extending $390 million in additional credit 
over the next three years for development of nearly every 
phase of the Cuban economy. 
Castro said the Soviet Union also agreed to buy Cuban 
sugar and nickel through 1980 at prices well above current 
world market levels. 
He called the Soviet Union “ a friend, a true friend, who 
has acted toward us with a high degree of generosity, 


unselfishness and fraternity." 
The agreements were signed in Moscow Dec. 23 during 
Castro's attendance at the 50th anniversary celebrations of 
the founding of the U.S.S R., he said. 
“ The initiative came from the Soviet Union." Castro 
said. “ They themselves worked out the greater part of 
these accords." 
The Cuban premier outlined the following agreements: 
—Refinancing of the Cuban debt, with payments in Cuban 
products to resume Jan. 1, 1986 and extend over 25 years. 
Interest charges are frozen as of Jan. 1.1973. 


— Long-term, interest-free credits, in an unspecified 
amount, to cover the expected unfavorable balance of trade 
between Cuba and the Soviet Union through the end of 1975. 
The 25-year payment period also begins in 1986. to be paid 
ff in Cuban goods and services. 
—An agreement covering goods to be exchanged between 
Cuba and the Soviet Union during the next three years. 
Castro did not spell out the details of this accord. 
—Economic and technical aid to Cuba, with credit up to 
300 million rubles 
($390 million). Projects include 
development of textile production, nickel, 
oil refining, 
electric 
power, 
transportation, 
communications, 
mechanization of the sugar harvest, electronic computers, 
irrigation, hydraulic resources, auto repair plants, and 
factories to produce transistor radio and television sets. 


Bettencourt critical 
of general plan staff 


Boyd Bettencourt, retiring member of the County 
Planning Commission from Santa Ynez Valley, took a 
swipe late Wednesday at the county’s general plan staff in 
his farewell message. 
Bettencourt, who is being replaced on the commission by 
James Bartlett, rancher-busmessman from Santa Ynez 
Valley, praised the commission and said those who serve on 
it wind up “ gaining more than they give." 
He said he was sorry to say the general plan staff of the 
planning department wasn’t in the same league with the 
planning body and “ never would be.” He indicated it might 
be good if they were "changed.” 
Holdover member 
Robert C. 
Lilley, of Lompoc, 
expressed his “ thanks and best wishes" to the outgoing 
members. He found it a “ pleasure to serve" the past eight 
years. He said it seemed typical that the commission 
always found a common momentum once it got going, and 
that he never met a planning commissioner he didn’t wind 
up admiring after knowing him a “ few months.” 
Road Commissioner Leland Steward paid his respects to 
the outgoing commission members and the holdovers. 


Stop building plants — Nader 


WASHINGTON ( U P I ) — Ralph Nader says construction 
of nuclear power plants in the United States should be 
halted until questions about their safety are settled 
Following Nader s statement Wednesday, spokesmen for 
the nuclear power industry defended the safety record of 
such plants. 
“ The danger of catastrophic nuclear power plant 
accidents is a public safety problem of the utmost urgency 
in the country today,” consumer advocate Nader said at a 
•news conference. 
He said the Atomic Energy Commission’s “ own safety 
experts have substantial misgivings" about the agency’s 
official assurances of reactor safety. 
Nader was joined by Dr. Henry W. Kendall, nuclear 
physicist at the Massachusetts Institute of Technology, who 
said a nuclear power plant accident could put lethal doses 
of radioactivity into the atmosphere, affecting areas as far 
as 75 miles downwind from the site. 


Fred Bronner buried 


LOS ANGELES (U P I ) — Fred Bronner, a college student 
who fell to his death from a mountain cliff after being 
stranded by fraternity brothers, was buried Wednesday 
amid eulogies comparing his death to the biblical story of 
Cam and Abel

more than 200 mourners at Glasband-Willen 
Hollywood 
Memorial Chapel, referred to the three fraternity men who 
left Bronner to wander the mountains as an object lesson 
for being “ obnoxious!” 


“ These- these we call brothers9 Do they have brotherly 
love 
Bronner. 21, a member of the Chi Chi Chi fraternity at 
Pierce College, was dropped off in the Angeles National 
Forest at 2 a m. Dec. 22. His body was found last Sunday at 
the bottom of a 500-foot cliff. 


The Rabbi said the three fraternity brothers “ remind us 
of two other brothers, in the Book of Genesis " 


He told of how Cain slew Abel and Cain's answer to God. 
“ am 1 my brother s keeper9" 


“ What happened to these two brothers perhaps happened 
in the Angeles National Forest,’ Twersky said.

Super blackout 
lifted by N FL 


LOS ANGELES (UPI) - Several million Los Angeles- 
area football fans get to watch the Super Bowl between 
Washington and Miami Jan. 14 with the apparent ending of 
the National Football League's television blackout policy 
The NFL said Wednesday the gam e between the Redskins 
and Dolphins for professional football's championship was 
a sellout, clearing the way for the gam e to be televised 
locally. 
NFL Commissioner Pete Rozello had said last October 
the blackout would be lifted if all 90.182 seats were sold out 
10 days before the game. 
They were. The league office was notified Wednesday 
that the last 24.000 tickets—split between the Redskins and 
the Dolphins— had been sold or otherwise allocated. 
It will bo the first time in the seven-year history of the 
Super Bowl that pro football’s prem ier attraction has been 
televised to fans in the immediate area of the game. 
The lifting of the blackout was hailed by attorney Ellis 
Rubin of Miami Beach as a victory in his long fight against 
the NFL’s television policy. 
“ In 1970. I requested Mr. Rozelle to lift the local TV 
blackout of Super Bowl V here in Miami, 
Rubin said 
He 
refused and vowed that no TV blackout would ever be lifted. 
Now. two years and three super jogs. 11 law suits and a 
Senate Com merce Committee hearing later, he has finally 
lifted the blackout of Super Bowl VII in Los Angeles He is 
to be congratulated for his magnanimous gesture. 
Rubin 
said. 
The NFL action also was welcomed by Los Angeles 
County Supervisor Kenneth Hahn. 
“ I believe the equal rights provision of the 14th Amend­ 
ment to the Constitution guarantees every citizen of 
California the right to see a gam e broadcast from a publicly 
-owned stadium. 
Hahn said. 
However, he noted that the legality of blackouts still has 
not been resolved and will have to be settled at the federal 
court level 
A Superior Court judge ruled two months ago in a suit 
filed in Lus Angeles that the NFL had the right to black out 
the Super Bowl game.

Where do we go? 


We 
may be reaching the point of 
diminishing returns in this matter of 
welfare. 
Something like this is suggested by a 
between-the-lines 
reading 
of 
a 
just- 
released study by a joint House-Senate 
subcommittee 
on 
fiscal 
policy 
which 
examined 
the 
effects 
of 
federal 
regulations that scale down or eliminate 
benefits on the basis of income. Among 
examples it cited : 
—A job paying $500 a month would add 
only $50 per month in disposable income to 
a totally unemployed father in New Jersey 
with three dependents 
receiving food 
stamps 
and 
unemployment 
insurance 
benefits. 
If the income of a family of four in 
Chicago, 
earning 
$400 
a 
month 
but 
receiving some aid for dependent children, 
were increased to $500, the effective 
increase might be only $22 a month. 


—A mother of three in New Jersey who 
receives aid for dependent children, food 
stamps, 
public 
housing and 
Medicaid 
benefits, would gain only $200 a month in 
net income by taking a job paying $1,000 a 
month. 


Rep. Martha W. Griffiths, D-Mich., 
chairman of the subcommittee, directed 
strong criticism at a “ night-marish set of 
rules" which not only discourage people on 
welfare from taking jobs but sometimes 
tempt them to misreport income or to 
conceal it, such as by taking jobs that pay 
cash, in order to avoid benefit reductions. 
“Some 
people 
argue 
that 
welfare 
recipients do not want to work and others 
contend there are not enough jobs," she

says. “ But few bother to ask how much the 
available jobs are worth to beneficiaries of 
public programs." 
Yet there is another question which few 
people ask, or which nobody seems to have 
the answer to. And that is where we should 
place the dividing line between public 
subsidy and private self-sufficiency — 
which, after all, is what the regulations 
are an imperfect attempt to achieve. 
If for instance, an unemployed father of 
three does almost as well on welfare as he 
would by taking a job at $500 amonth, what 
about the employed father of three earning 
$500 or perhaps something less than that 
who does not receive any benefits? 
Have we not arrived at an undesirable 
state of affairs if, even in theory, a job 
paying $1,000 a month is scarcely worth 
taking by a person in a certain welfare 
category? 
No 
one 
suggests 
that 
w elfare 
beneficiaries 
be 
maintained 
at 
mere 
subsistence levels as second-class citizens. 
Nor does anyone suggest that present 
benefits be cut in hopes of making it more 
worthwhile for beneficiaries to seek and 
accept employment. 
But the fact is that we can never truly 
equalize the living standards or economic 
situation 
of 
those 
receiving 
public 
assistance with those who are gainfully 
employed and not receiving assistance. 
The more we do equalize them, the 
closer we come to the paradoxical point 
where not only is welfare more attractive 
than self-sufficiency but where injustice 
begins to be done to those whose earnings 
place them just above whatever arbitrary 
subsidy level we may decree.

supervisors now have to conduct 
rugged campaigns every four years

to get reelected. If Catterlin steps 
out, his successor will serve only 
two years then have to compaign for 
a new term if he wants to stay on.

Economic sordidness 


I note, on the eve of the New Year, 
the greeting cards that bear the 
wish of the sender that the recipient 
have a “prosperous new year.’’

his friend’s 
salary might be raised, or the 
profits of his corporation rise from 
five per cent on gross after taxes to 
six per cent. A prosperous estate 
used to suggest — health, happiness, 
joy even. 
Granted, in certain 
circumstances 
it 
costs 
money 
to 
achieve health, and 
even 
to 
achieve 
certain 
kinds 
of 
happiness and joy. 
But nowadays the 
a c c e n t 
is 
stubbornly, 
narrowly, 
m a te r ia lis t, 
to 
judge 
from 
the 
public emphasis. 
In a recent discussion about political 
contributions 
with 
the 
new 
chairman of the Democratic Party I 
learned something I confess I had 
never thought of The confession is 
intended to convey not that there is 
little that is recondite I have not 
thought of, but that there is much 
which is obvious I have not thought 
about. Mr. Robert Strauss said that 
an 
important 
reason 
why 
a 
contributor to political parties or 
candidates wants to maintain the 
privacy of his gift isn’t that he 
doesn't want it known that he is 
seeking to exert leverage on public 
policy, 
or 
to 
buy 
himself 
an 
ambassadorship, 
of 
the 
usual 
business. What he doesn’t want is — 
that the wife should know about it. 
The scene is as follows. Wife and 
husband are sitting at the breakfast 
table reading the morning paper, 
and she sees the list of recently 
published contributions to Senator 
George McGovern Lazily her eye 
goes down the page and stops at the 
name: John T. Sylvester, $10,000 
Obviously 
an o th er 
John 
T. 
Sylvester, 
thinks Mrs. 
John T 
Sylvester, but then her eye moves on 
towards that identification which is 
specified by the distrustful new 
election law and she reads, “John T. 
Sylvester, 
$10,000, 
architect, 
Cincinnati, Ohio.’’ She looks left to 
her husband, who only a month ago 
denied her a fur coat, and a month 
before that a trip to Europe, and a 
month before that a new car for 
their daughter — with loathing 


Her wrath, of course, has nothing 
to do with George McGovern. His 
motives were not materialist in the 
least. But the public presumption is 
to the contrary, and the cost of 
indulging this presumption is the 
loss 
of 
privacy. 
I 
found 
Mr. 
Strauss's argument devastating 
it 
is always safer to bet on the right of 
privacy. Must we repeal privacy9 
Even in order to be democratic9 


A few weeks before the election I 
undertook, for the benefit of a public 
library, to debate with a renowned 
gentleman 
and 
scholar 
who, 
temporarily bereft of his senses, 
argued for the election of Mr. 
McGovern, my job being to take the 
opposite position. It was a gaudy 
affair and in order to tie down our 
services we had been approached by 
the sponsoring committee with the 


guarantee of our customary fees for 
public appearances. At the press 
conference immediately before the 
event a gentleman reporter from 
one of the local newspapers looked 
up at me and said: 
“ Are you 
contributing 
your 
fee 
to 
the 
library9’’ 


A precedent flashed through my 
mind. I had read about it 20 years 
ago. 
The 
Harvard 
historian. 
Bernard de Voto, was lecturing in 
the 
provinces, 
in opposition 
to 
Senator Joe McCarthy, or whatever, 
and a gentleman got up during the 
question period and said: “ Mr. de 
Voto, are you a Communist?” To 
which de Voto’s reply was: “ Are 
you an adulterer?” 
The reply compressed a great deal 
of 
subtle 
reasoning. 
Anyway, 
shouldn’t we all resist as a matter of 
course questions that poach on one’s 
p riv a c y , 
s u p e ro rd in a te 
the 
economic consideration over other 
considerations, and are impertinent 
to the public question . .. ?

“ What does your newspc 
pay 
you9 
I thought that woulo .nrow 
cold water on the questioner, and a 
fortiori on his question But to my 
horror, 
the 
reporter 
without a 
moment’s hesitation began to recite 
to the whole company his daily 
wage, his overtime, fringe benefits 
— before I could say — STOP! I 
didn’t really want to know! 
Money. They all want to know 
Mr. So and So, on his appointment to 
the Circuit Court of Appeals, will 
receive — the blessings of his priest 
or rabbi? The congratulations of 
Oliver Wendell Holmes III? The 
hidden 
com munication 
from 
Fatima9 No: $44,725.80 per year. 
That's what they want to know about 
things, and even as they say it, and 
ask about it, they think, a lot of 
them, that they are making the point 
that man does not live by bread 
alone. Bread! Speaking of which I 
wish you all a prosperous New Year.

It would appear that we are all 
part of a vast deception that eats 
away at the foundation of our self 
respect,

physical health 
This 
has to do with drunk driving — a 
term that is a deception itself 
Actually 
the 
law 
talks about 
being 
under the influence. 
Theoretically 
at 
least 
a 
Highway 
Patrolman 
or 
a 
policeman 
or 
a 
sheriff’s 
deputy 
stop motorists only 
on the witnessing of 
a 
clear 
violation 
such as erratic dri­ 
ving or the exis­ 
tence of some clear 
infraction such as a 
faulty taillight. 
In practice, then, some drivers 
who drink and drive may get away 
with it; while other drivers get 
caught There must be a lot of them 
that get away with it only to drink 
drive another day, or rather night 
because most of the arrests seem to 
come at night. 
A driver can be stopped for a 
faulty taillight and then arrested on 
a drunk driving charge even though 
his driving seemed letter perfect. 
The said thing about this fact is that 
a driver gets caught very often 
rationalizes that he got caught 
because of some fluke, while others 
equally or more guilty got away 
with it. 
There was a time when to be 
arrested on a “502 or a “deuce 
as 
drunk driving was labeled was a 
badge of some social significance If 
one sported one of those charges and 
convictions one was somehow “ a 
regular guy,” or “just one of the 
boys,” or “ human after all 
Today 
the charge has been changed to the 
mind boggling number “23102a. ” 
Times have changed and society 
or a good part of it hasn t kept up 
Obviously the crowds that load out 
of our favorite pubs at 2 a m have 
oeen drinking, are going to drive, 
and-or may or may not have an 
accident; and may or may not get 
caught 
When it’s the other guy 


getting caught it becomes some kind 
of academic exercise When it’s us, 
it becomes either a great injustice 
to rank with that of Dreyfus, or a 
happenstance 
as 
American 
as 
cheese and apple pie. Those are the 
extremes. 
A physician I used to know in La 
Puente compiled some statistical 
evidence that shocked all of us. His 
figures were only fragmentary but 
they showed the real impact of 
highway accidents was far greater 
than the bare figures show. For 
example the figures of so many dead 
and so many dollars of property 
damage are only a small part of the 
story. The good doctor had followed 
a variety of cases which showed an 
accident victim slowly declining 
His earning capacity declined The 
focus of his life in some cases 
changed 
There 
were 
ancillary 
ailments and malfunctions directly 
related to the original injury and so 
and on. 


In the 
good doctor’s 
humble 
judgement the American people 
would really sit up and act if they 
knew the real cost of the highway 
carnage. It’s some measure of the 
doctor's 
understanding 
of 
the 
realities that he was getting out of 
the medical business and studying 
law to become one of Los Angeles 
County's 
handful 
of 
medical 
attorneys 


It's kind of frightening to consider 
that the toll of 50.000 to 60,000 dead 
on the nation s highways in a year, 
and the 
millions of dollars in 
property damage, and the millions 
spent in other direct ways is only a 
small part of the human suffering. 
Yet we go on winking our eyes at 
the scene; looking the other way. 
reationalizing as we move in a kind 
of death wish toward a 
deuce 
of 
our own. 


It’s obviously only a sin to drink 
and drive if you get caught 
For those who do. the bail and 
eventual fine is $360 for the first 
offense. $720 for the second and up 
and up for other infractions That's 
the down payment in any event. Our 
concern ebbs and flows in direct
